As stated by the Na- 
tional Education Association, they are the 
achievement of self-realization, the devel- 
opment of proper human relationships, the 
attainment of economic efficiency and the 
assumption of civic responsibility . . .Educa- 
tion is going on during all of a person s 
waking hours. It is never restricted entirely 
to the classroom, and in a school such as 
this some of die most important education 
is going on in the residence halls, in the din- 
ing room and on the playgrounds . . .” 

We strive, at CSDR, to make our philo- 
sophy a living, working, vital philosophy. 
Not only do we aid our pupils in attaining, 
in accordance with his or her own ability, 
proficiency in the "three R s,” but we labor 
incessantly to help them acquire an under-
